The advance of the French in 
the district of Dead Man Hill, on 
tiie Verdun front, was bontlnned 
duffpg tiM ^glit, the War office 
announced this afternoon. The 
sraines made yesterday were in- 
creased and consolidated. 

As a consequence of the French 
■rtOtoty preparatioii at Dead 
Man Hill yesterday, the atate- 
ment says, two Germans surren- 
dered, stating they were the sole 
survivors of the men in their 



Theaniounoeinebt tc this ef- 
fect was made in today's army 
headquarters statemeBt, which 
i8«8 follows: ^ 

"Waalam TUater: In the aec- 
tor between Armentieres and 
Arras there has been some lively 
fighting. Near Souche^ and 
northweBt of Lenae there have 
been some mine engagements 
and similar fighting near Neu- 
ville Northwest of Lense an at- 
tempt by the English to advance 
foUowfaig aome ttifaie ^zpleakHM 
failed. 

"In the sector of the Meuse 
the artillery fire on both sides in- 
craaaed with great violence dur- 
ing the evening and waa excep- 
tionally violent in the night. A 
French attack against our posi- 
tions on the slopes to the west of 
Dead Man Hill were repnlaed. 
To the aoothweat of the hiU the 
enen^y obtained a foothold in one 
of our adcanced posts. 

"Of several enemy aeroplanes 
which dropped bombs this morn- 
ing upon the garden of the Roy- 
al Castle of Ostend, one was 
shot down in the aerial battle 
near Middelkerke. The pilot, a 
Freneh ofBeer, waa killed. West 
xd lievin German anti-aircraft 
guns brought down two enemy 
aeroplanes. In the district of 
Fort Vaux two French biplanes 
wvMpptenfcol fnasmiiaitm by 
our an^ea."

The agreement reached by Gen- 
als Scott, of the United States, 
and Obregon, of Mexico, for the 
joint poraoit of Villa by Ameri- 
can troops, has been ratified by 
President Wilson. The White 
House has not permitted any an- 
nouncement to this effect to be 
made, bat it was leamad that 
just as soon as wwd is received 
that Carranza approves the pact 
this government will announce 
officially that it has also done so. 

It waa learned on official au- 
thority that tha Agreement doea 

not set any time limit for the 
withdrawal of the American 
troops. The wording of the pact 
is aiidi that tiie American forces 
can remain in Mexico indeffnite- 
ly unless Villa is either captured 
or killed or his forces effectively 
disper8ed,and as soon as there are 
definite indieationa that Amer- 
ica border towns are Bil.ioi^PBrin 
danger olraida. 

The agreement provides that 
the American commander in Mex- 
ico is to have free use of Mexi- 
can railways for tranaportiog 
anppUaa to hia troopa. 

Real co-operation of the Mdi- 

can forces with the American 
troops is provided for in the 
agreement. 

It is understood that General 
Scott has pledged that the Mexi- 
can traopa wiU be allowed to 

have every chance to kill or cap- 
ture Villa. The American troops 
will give the Mexican forces their 
support, it is said, but wQl not 
attempt to' take the glory of cap- 
turing Villa away from them. 

It is understood the White 
House will make public the text 
of the agreement just as quickly 
aaitiaana that Ganinaa has 
ratified it
